Bierbrier, formerly representa- 
tive of the School of Commerce 
stated that "my academic duties 
might prevent my giving to the 
students of Commerce the com- 
plete representation they deserve". 

In a letter to Stuart Smith, Pre- 
sident of the Students' Society and 
Chairman of the S.E.C., Bierbrier 
said the following : 

LETTER 
During the past year I 
luive endeavoured to repre- 
sent the students of Com- 
merce to thé best of my 
ability on the SEC. Having 
been elected to represent my 
fellow Commercemen on the 
Students' Executive Coun- 
cil I felt it to be a duty to 
complete this term of office 
in their best interests and in 
the interests of Students' 
Society. 

However, upon thinking 
the matter over, I feel that 
my academic duties might 
prevent my giving to the 
students of Commerce the 
complete representation titey 
deserve. 

I am therefore relinquish- 
ing the Commerce seat on 
the Students' Executive 
Council and tendering my 
resignation with my deepest 
regrets. I want to thank the 
students of my school for

the many thati-occur each fall 
as Canadian Universities wel* 
come first-year students to the 
. campus. Stranded late one rainy 
night on thç outsidrts of Toron- 
to, the six University College; 
students were spotted as bandits 
by a deaf watchman and taken 
to the nearest police station. 
There, angry plainclothesmen 
threatened them with uP to 14 
years in Jail for trespassing and 
causing • public nuisance. ' 

STUDENTS REPORTED 

The policemen told the stud- 
ents that they would be reported 
to U. of T. President Bisseli, and 
the boys claimed, ,"orie of them 
wUd.S'VVeU, boys, I -guess that 
'eh4s'your college careers !" Oi^e 
of the six students •— an upper- 
classman — stated, "That's- why 
we . were afraid to report the 
story till now". • . ' 

The mixup began when three 
freshmen in residence "volunt- 
arily. submlUed'A to being pulled 



out of their beds, blindfolded 
with towels — and taken on a 
one — way ride by three upper- 
classmen. 

.FRESHMEN DEPOSITED 

■ The freshmen were deposited 
by their mentors about ten miles 
from the university in a rainst- 
orm. The three upperclassmcn 
were followed from the spot by 
a mysterious car which took 
thek licence number and then 
passed them on the highway. 
Thinking that the driver of this 
car waa on his way to report 
them to the police, the upper- 
classmen took a shortcut to the 
station and confessed. 
. The three freshmen had mean- 
while flagged down a police car 
and were returning to the centre 
of town In it when the police 
radio announced that five maslc- 
ed, armed, bandits were prow- 
ling in. the area where they 
were deposited. . - ,;

Faculty memlîërs of major universities in the United States and Canada began 
yesterday to nommate collcge< seniôrs for the lucrative Woodrow Wilson graduate 
fellowships, * • 




The program awards 1000 fel- 
lowships for first year graduate 
study at any university of the 
recipient's choice in the United 
States or Canada. Each elected 
fellow receives a $1500 stipend 
for living expenses plus fQU 
tuition. • 

Candidates are elected only 
after rigarous screening and per- 
sonal-interviews by one of the 
fifteen -regional comhlittees of 
educators.: : 
. McGILL'S REiPRESENTATIVE 

Professor ' J.R.- Hallory,^ chair- 
man, of the, department- of eco- 
nomics and political science, is 
McGlU's representative of the 
foundation. He. told - the Daily 
that more 'than thirty McGlll 
graduates have won the award, 
eight of them last year. Five 
winners from other Americin 
and Canadian Universities are 
itudylng at McGQL 



In- announdng- the- opening of 
the competition 'for the academic 
year 19S1-62, Dr. Hugh Taylor, 
President of the Woodrow Wil- 
son National Fellowship Founda- 
tion, estimated that well- over 
9,000 students will be nominated 
by the closing date of October 
31. 

SHORTAGE OF TEACHERS 

Designed to reduce a nation- 
wide shortage of qualified col- 
lege teachers, the program is 
open to college 'graduates mainly 
in the hiimahitles and social 
sciences..-' Both men and women 
are eligible, and there is no limit 
on the ago of the candidate or 
on the number of years he may 
have been out of college.- Those 
who receive awards are ;not 
asked to commit themselves to 
college teaching, but merely to

Inside Fraternity Rushing 

The death on Friday of Michael Levine, a first 
year Commerce student at Sir George Williams 
University, during freshmen orientation, has provoked 
a good deal of discussion and anger in Montreal. City 
newspapers pointed out that McGill University had 
previously banned all types of hazing in 1950, 
declaring them "childish". Even our freshmen 
engineers arè merely subjected to the most innocent 
type of orientation, and not at all strenuous. 

What these newspapers fail to realize, however, 
is that among certain societies in McGill !!hazing" is 
Btill very much alive. In fact, it forms a very 
important part of their programme. I am referring, 
of course, to the fraternities. 

M'est of fhe fraternities bn'our campus incorporate 
in their pledging programmes a final orientation 
period just before initiation. This period, is called 
variously "hell week or week-end", "initiation week- 
end", "orientation week", etc. and generally runs from 
two to three days. It is, of course, a compulsory 
period. (i.e. participation in it barring illness or valid 
excuse,' is a requirement for membership In a chapter.) 

The activities in which pledgees - engage during 
this period make those which are associated with 
Michael Levine's death seem tame in comparison. 
Pledgees are often kept awake for most of, if not the 
entire, night. While most fraternities have at least 
had the good sense to banish all forms of paddling, 
many still resort to strenuous kinds of horseplay such, 
as running laps around Molson Stadium at 3:00 In 
the morning. Calisthenics at the .same hour are 
hardly conducive lo good health. | Nor is tumbling 
down stairs on one's belly. 

Tampering with the pledgee's diet is more than 
Innocent fun. i^i Some. years ago. one chapter, had four 
or five cases of stomach -Tiausea on their Hands after 
one bright chap had mixed a potion of soap, baking 
Eoda, vinegar and ketchup, which pledges were 
required to carry in their mouths while sliding up 
aiid down the. stairs on their be]lie.s. 

But .there have been possiDilitles of far graver 
Incidents than this. Stories have been reported in the 
U.S. of prominent fraternities which came within an 
eye-shadow of losinpf their charters ; after accidents 
occurred in care driven by the pledges during all-night 
vigils on hell week. 

It seems to this writer that the tragedy, at Sir 
George. might serve as a warning to fraternities' on 
our campus. If a .short distance of running and a 
five-foot height, coupled with all the excitement which 
"hazing" bring.s, could .«top thé beating of a weak 
heart, how much more likely is "hell weekend" to do 
At l After all, in an organization where, candidates 
for membershipj^are !oftcn striving to be recognised 
as "one of tKe'boys", might a pledgee not be hesitant 
io separate himself from his friends because of a 
weak heart ? And is everyone always aware he has 
a weak heart ? 

The argument Is often put forth that this initia- 
tion weekend ■play.s an important part in unifying à 
pledge çlasF. Be.sldcs. one is reminded, there are 
certain worthwhile "activities cavrietl on during this 
week-end, such as social-eervice proiects. 

Thi^ writer would gùe.ss that the real rationale 
for .such a week-end is neither of the foregoing, hut 
rather the desire on thé part of fraternities to. offer 
a memorable period to initiates, a period of excitement, 
which serves «s a climax to the lonn: week.s of pledging. 
At any rate, it seems to nic that if unity is required, 
inore positive types of programmes, such as those of 
social-service, micht provide a .similar result. And a 
. . "week-end- of hell" is certainly not required for this 
type of worthwhile activity.

Of Dr. Fried 

McGill's Dr. Jacob Fried will 
speak on "Cultural. Ty pes : "Ea.M 
and West in Israel" at Hillel Hou- 
se, today at 1 pm. His speech be- 
gins a series of hoon-hour lectures 
dealing with Israel. 

Fried, Assistant Professor of 
Anthropology, spent several 
months of last year in Israel study- 

ing the pattern of immigrant.'!, in 
particular those from Oriental re- 
gions, to trace the degree of cul- 
tural differences between the Je- 
wish peoples in Israel today. 

Many foremost students of the 
social sciences have taken interest 
in this problem. 

The chairman of tlie series on 
Israel, sponsored Jointly by Hillel 
and the Student Zionist Organiza- 
tion, is Robert Birnbaum.

pledgees blindfolded in groups of two' or three to 
points of twenty to fifty miles from the fraternity 
house. .. The object was to see which pledgees could 
show the most initiative and inventiveness in finding 
a means of tnlnsporting themselves back to their 
houses. They, might be allowed 25( as an aid. 

The "drop-flff" was abandoned, when one pledgee 
from an American fraternity was reported to. have 
fallen into an abandoned -well and lost his life. 

One might argue that a death of the kind Avhich 
Michael Levine suffered might have occurred ' any- 
where in thus helter-skelter fge of ours — in a roller- 
coaster, looking down from aiiy" higll altitude, fear 
from a speedily onrushing automobile. However true 
this may be, it does not- refute the following major 
point in this article : any mi.shap occurring during a 
"hell-weckend" which could in any way be traced to 
(and not necessarily caused by) the activities of that 
week-end could easily prove to be the undoing of a 
chapter. University authorities (especially at McGill) 
■would not hesitate to withdraw the charter of a 
fraternity on provocation of tlii.s kind, and rightly so. 
Is "hell-weekcnd" so important that it is worth a risk 
of total chapter abolition ? 

Would it notbe wise for the fraternities, for .their 
own protection, to abandon"hell week-end"- just as 
they, abandoned the "drop-off"? It is time for a 
recojnsideration of this initiation programme.

In a broad sense of the word, ajpatby ffleaiU j^;indUferenee. 
Applied to college it ieonnotes a complete lack' of ihterest^ln "campus 
affairs, diminished enthusiasm in activities, and the death of the 
rah rah college spirit at football games. This "no-care" attitude 
has prevailed in student actlvilies recently and now encompasses 
the women's athletic scene. Last year the attendance at some of 
the athletic clubs was atrocious. To cite some examples, McGlll 
was not represented at the Intercollegiate Archery tournament, The 
low calibre of the players who tried out was given as the reason; 
that is, there were not three girls, on campus capable of competing 
in archery at the intercollegiate level. We wonder how the University 
of Toronto, O.A.C., McMaster's and Queen's were able to muster 
up a team. Perhaps apathy has 'not headed west, yet. Thus far, 
this year, five girls have played archery. This is not a very 
impressive figure. 

ARCHERY NOT ALONE 

Archery was not the only club affected by "indifference". In 
two tournaments held by the Bowling Club seventeen girls entered 
the first, a paltry four competed in the second. A "SkiDay" organized 
by the Ski Club had to be cancelled because of the lack of response. 

The Golf Club was forced to extend its deadline for the Tour- 
nament trials because there weren't sufficient players participating. 
It's the same story this year. Only four score cards were handed 
in at date of this wTitinu and the deadline for the Intramural 
Tournament trials has been extended to Wednesday of this week. 

This year twenty unpcrclass women played in the tennis 
tournament; the figures lor the Freshette tournament were grim. 
Out of the several hundred first students, only seven participated 
in the competition. • " 

Other clilbs ran Into difficulty selecting their intercollegiate 
teams because of the small numbtsrs to choose from. In some cases 
the coach was compelled to place all the intramural participants 
on the Intercollegiate teams. 

SOLUTION DIFFICULT 

These are the statistics. If we could only find a concrete 
reason for this poor participation the solution would be very simple. 
However this is not the case. The Women's Athletic Association 
is an efficiently organized group. Every aspect of "selling" 
athletics to the coeds on campus has been taken into account. Meets 
and tournaments are arranged in such a way that the times don't 
conflict with any campus-wide activity. The presidents, managers, 
of each club, and the publicity chairmen print posters and flyshcets 
60 that there is an up-to-date record of the atnletic scene. On the 
RVC notice board, times and places of all events are posted and 
the Dally supplements this with a Women's Sports Schedule. In 
addition, athletic timetables are posted weekly in the main university 
buildings, residences, and fraternities. v. . ^ 

Time consumption has been blamed as oiic of the reasons for 

Î)oor turnouts. However, -most sports arc not of more than two 
lours duration and the seasons arc completed at least , three weeks 
before exams allowing adequate time for study. 'ià^é^-^^- 
Some have argued that they wish to try a sport buTbave never 

Îtlaycd it before. Each club provides a professional coach who gives 
ndividual attention to all those who require it. 

ATHLETIC PREVIEW 

The Women's Atldctic Association is holding its annual Athletic 
Preview on Wednesday October 5 3:30-5:30 pm in the Currie gym. 

The purpose of the preview is to introduce to the frcshcttes and 
unperclass women the variety of athletics offered by the Association.
